Studebaker Is still the Miss America of the new auto- 
mobiles—even after holding the title for three years! 
Since 1946, competitors have fallen over themselves in 
a mad rush to produce bulging, ungirdled exaggerations 
which, they hope, will out-Studie the Studebaker. But 
it is still the trim leader of its own original style setting. 
In a business such as the automobile business, Stude- 
baker has done very well—as an independent outfit they 
have accomplished a modern miracle. 
The average 


automobile designer and industrial planner would steal 
his mother's last slug of whiskey on a zero night if he 
thought he could raise a dime on it_ And it was against 
this gang that a nice bunch of guys from South Bend 
came to the front three years ago. They still refuse to 
move out of the picture- 
Well, to steal a bit of technique from Walter Winchell 
and Drew Pearson, past masters of the art of remind- 
ing the public how good they are when an occasional 
predicition comes true, we now blushingly say—remem- 
ber what we wrote on these pages in 1946! We predicted 
that the radically new Studebaker would be copied by 
everybody before 1950. Now, just look around. 
The 1949 Studebakers are basically the same as the '46 
models with the exception of the Commander and Land 
Cruiser. They do have an engine change—increased 
horsepower. The old six-cylinder engine developed 92 
hp at 3600 rpms. The new engine develops 100 hp at 
3400 rpms due to an increase of an eighth of an inch 
in the stroke. This increase has removed all trace of 
torque agony in high gear. 
As for the interior, the dashboard has all the instru- 
ments located in plain view of the driver—none hidden 
behind the steering wheel. The all-nylon upholstery is 
really designed for lasting beauty and the details of 
finish in the interior are perfect. 
For my test, I decided to go to El Paso, Tex., which 
affords just about every type of travel condition from 
rugged, mountain trails to long, level stretches where 
you can give a car its head and let it beat its little brains 
out. The Southwest had some snow of its own this year 
and 600 miles from El Paso I found myself completely 
surrounded by the stuff. For two days I was bottled - 
up in a motor court, listening to the radio announce all 
roads impassable. 
On the third day. I was advised that travel might be 
attempted in the name of extreme emergency, and as 
that's the editor's nickname, I started out for El Paso in 
my own automobile. For the first 100 miles I was the 
only guy in sight as I plowed across the ice and snow- 
covered prairie highway, averaging close to ten mph. 
All of a sudden. I heard a horn and a Studebaker 
Com- 


mander rushed by. Feeling a little sheepish about my 
own speed, I hit the throttle and started to follow suit. 
There was another horn blast and, so help me. another 
Studebaker whizzed by. And then again a third—all
